examination. In answer to a ques- 
tion by the state's attorney as 
to whether Heckman believed him- 
self to be sane or insane, he re- 
plied: 


"I don't know". 
Dr. Henry J. McCoy was the 


next witness called by the defense 
and he testified that he- had ex- 
amined Heckman at the county 
jail last Thursday afternoon and 
from the examination formed the 
opinion that Heckman knew what 
he was doing, but classified him 
as a case of sexual insanity. Upon 
cross examination the physician 
stated that Heckman had the abil- 
ity to lay plans for his acts and 
under sexual impulse was liable 
to commit acts which might re- 
sult in the death of other persons. 


Dr. David Murphy testified that 


in his opinion Heckman was in- 
sane. Upon cross examination he 
classified the type of insanity as 
being sadistic, that he considered 
Heckman to be a most dangerous 
type of individual who might com- 
mit acts of violence at any time 
ot a most vicious type- 


Attorney Pleads Case 


In addressing the jury in behalf 


Of his client Attorney Bales said: 


"As an attorney appointed by 


this court to represent 
Robert 


Heckman, the defendant, it was 
incumbent upon me to exert every 
possible effort to render him cap- 
able and efficient assistance. I 
have exerted that effort and spent 
a great deal of time in the study 
.,f his case. I had a long conver- 
sation with the defendant on the 
day I \vas appointed to represent 
him. 
At the conclusion of that 


conversation I was convinced that 
Robert Heckman was not a sane

Truman Beaten on 


House USES Vote 


Washington, Jan. 30—(AP)—A 


decisive defeat in the House jolt- 
ed President Truman's hopes to- 
day for continued federal con- 
trol of the United-States' Em- 
ployment Service—a top item on 
his program. 


The House rejected the Presi- 


dent's proposal by a vote of 263 
to 113 yesterday and directed that 
USES be returned to the states 
not later than June 30. 


The legislation went to the 


Senate which has gone on record 
in previous unsuccessful meas- 
ures as favoring restoration of the 
agency to the states. 


The promising outlook for the 


return legislation set Capitol Hill 
speculating on the likelihood of 
another veto when and if the 
measure reaches the White House. 


Mr. Truman refused in Decem- 


ber to sign legislation providing 
for the transfer of USES to tHe 
States within 100 days. He asked 
instead, that the switch be de- 
layed until June 30, 1947. He said 
earlier action would damage the 
reconversion program, particular- 
ly reemployment of veterans. 


The House Labor committee ap- 


proved his proposal, but a coali- 
tion of House Republicans 
and 


Southern Democrats rejected the 
committee bill yesteday and in- 
stead passed a substitute by Rep. 
Dirksen (R-I11) setting the dead- 
line a year earlier. 


Dirksen told newsmen that even 


if Mr. Truman vetoes the new bill 
he believes he has enough backing 
to insure passage over a veto. A 
two-thirds vote is required for 
such action.

Making public today, the ex- 


change of letters, headquarters 
said Mrs. Anne Hicswa, Walling- 
ton. N. J., wrote on Jan. 16: 


"I implore you to act imme- 


diately to request a review of the 
U. S. Army court martial pro- 
ceedings under which my soldier 
son, 
Pfc. Joseph E. Hicswa. was 


sentenced to death in Japan for 
the alleged fatal stabbing of two 
Japanese." 


He was "torn away from his 


home to serve his country at the 
age of 18," her letter continued: 
he was "taught to kill, had heard 
of many of his friends being kill- 
ed, and was under the emotional 
strain of a delayed homecoming— 
all factors to which might be at- 
tributed, to some extent, the cause 
for such abnormal conduct as is 
reportedly alleged in his case." 


MacArthur on Jan. 28 replied 


that "your letter moved me deep- 
ly, M I am fully conscious of the 


distress occasioned you by this 
great tragedy. 


"There Is no manner in which 


I can intercede in this matter, as 
the record of the trial will go di- 
rect from the division comman- 
der to the war department for 
review, the right of final action 
on cases involving the death pen- 
alty being no longer within my 
prerogatives. 


"I can assure you, however, 


that you need have no fear but 
that 
all of the circumstances 


which your mother's love instinc- 
tively raises in defense of your 
son will receive the 
thoughtful 


consideration of those who sit in 
final judgment upon his case. This 
is in keeping with our American 
high sense of justice.'1 


Hicswa recently was convicted 


by a military court of killing two 
Japanese, allegedly while drunk. 
No details were made public.

It's Industry's Turn 


It wasn't the President or the 


unions that put the steel com- 
panies on the spot, but one of their 
fellow 
industrialists. 
Henry 
J. 


Kaiser. He not only met the 1SV 
cent-an-hour wage increase urged 
as a compromise by Mr. Truman, 
but also threw out a couple of 
logical comments in the process 
that his industrial colleagues have 
had trouble in answering. 


Mr. Kaiser said he couldn't con- 


ceive that 31- cents (above the top 
U. S. Steel offer of a 15-cent rise) 
should be permitted to retard or 
destroy the possibility of real 
peace "and prosperity for the na- 
tion. 


Of course, it has been and can 


be argued that 31 
2 cents an hour 


fore for each of the hundreds of 
thousands of steel workers runs 
into millions. But at the same time 
3U cents an hour is a small per- 
centage of steel's total labor cost, 
and an even smaller percentage 
of its total operating costs. 


If. as U. S. Steel claims. 15 cents 


an hour is the top increase pos- 
sible at present steel prices, it 


must be concluded that this frac- 
tional addition to the labor «.ost 
would throw the company into the 
red unless prices were raised. It 
must also be concluded that great 
corporations run on a narrower 
margin than many of us had sup- 
posed. In fact, it looks like down- 
right bad business to plan the 
future operation of so vast an 
enterprise on so thinly-sliced a 
percentage. 


If. on the other hand, the big 


steel companies are balking at let- 
ting the unions "win", or at gov- 
ernmental interference with their 
business, then a change of heart 
is in order. 


Presidential price-setting isn't 


an ideal solution of our labor prob- 
lems, especially since Mr. Truman 
stated only a few weeks ago that 
price-fixing was none of his busi- 
ness, and that he was deliberately 
avoiding it. But Mr. Truman has 
been forced to try to improvise a 
way out because of the antago- 
nism of management and labor, 
the bad faith and bad feeling ex- 
hibited by both sides, and their 
apparently deliberate inability to 
get along. 


No one's performance has been 


perfect in this unhappy industrial 
tie-up. Much public bitterness has 
been directed against labor, and 
with considerable justice. But now 
popular feeling may turn against 
management. 


Labor, after all. didn't get all 


that it asked in the President's 
proposed settlement of the General 
Motors and steel disputes. 
But 


labor is willing to abide by these 
settlements. It is now up to man- 
agement to make a similar ges- 
ture. Three and one-half cents a 
head is not too great a price to 
pay for the industrial peace which 
must come quickly if economic 
disaster is to be averted.

Byrnes came back from London 
without saying much. He had a 
40-minute conference with Tru- 
man and held an off-the-record 
press conference which developed 
no news. 
Those who saw him 


judged he was satisfied with the 
beginnings of the United Nations 
Organization, but frankly, it must 
be reported little enthusiasm is 
evident backstage here. The in- 
ner comment runs to platitudes, 
lacking any moving depth of in- 
spiration for the better world. 
The organization has been set up, 
but what it will amount to rests 
with incalculable events of the 
future, and everyone can plainly 
see the natural conflicts of world 
politics exhibited to date, forecast 
an uneasy future. 


The 
Russians, 
for 
example, 


sought to force up the question 
of British influence in Greece and 
Anglo-Dutch empire domination 
of Indonesia purely as a matter 
of politics to counteract the claims 
that they had seized Iran. Neither 
the Greeks nor the Indonesians 
were complaining. 
No issue or 


conflict had been presented, in 
contrast with the affair of Iran, 
where the government had pro- 
tested strenuously against Rus- 
sia's protection of the Communist 
revolutionaries—until a pro-Rus- 
sian premier took over the Tehe- 
ran government this past weekend.

The Russians just tried to work 


up an issue to make trouble for 
the British and Dutch in the se- 
curity council. It furnished typ- 


ical evidence of Russian tactics, 
which are the basic cause of the 
lack of enthusiasm for the future 
of the organization . 


Behind this situation, there ex- 


ists a natural feeling that Rus- 
aia is not too strong for UNO 
and may succeed in restraining 
its activities to courses which are 
acceptable to Russia, thus great- 
ly limiting its future scope and 
power. This Russian position is 
understandable. 
In the big three 


and big five meetings Moscow 
generally has been able to get her 
way, but in the United 'Nations 
assembly, where she must face 
the whole world of the smaller 
nations, her causes have not fared

The only really formidable 
resistance has developed in na- 
tions where the Christian church- 
es are strong, which explains the 
constant attacks of her press 
against the Vatican particularly 
By her very nature, Russia is not 
alone a nation but a world revo- 
lutionary 
political 
movement. 


Hence it is impossible that she 
could be appeased with any limit- 
ed amount of territory or power. 
The struggles of Chinese 
or 


French Communists for instance, 
cannot be resolved and settled. A 
working truce is the utmost pos- 
sible. 


Thus the troubles of the world 


must reasonably be expected to 
continue indefinitely and create 
ever-widening problems for UNO. 
One observer from London thought 
the trend he noted there was lead- 
ing to an ultimate struggle be- 
tween Russia 
and the 
United 


States for the world power which 
was Britain's. He thought UNO 
would come to that. 
Perhaps, 


yet all that can be discerned be- 
hind events to date is that the 
keeping of the peace will be a 
difficult and unending task be- 
cause of the political forces at 
j^Tin the world.
